President Ro o sevelt eald yester­ 
day th a t evidence th at the Axl* te 
making "significant p rep aratio ns”, 
indicating an intentio n to use gas 
warfare, was being rep o rted "with 
increasing frequency fro m a vari­ 
ety o f so urces." 
Warns Of Retaliation 
Fo r the third time, he « p o ke o f 
th e p o ssibility 
th at 
the 
enemy 
wo uld reso rt to w hat he called 
"such terrible and inhumane weap ­ 
o ns.” and he p ro mised the Axis 
arm ies and p eo p les, in bo th Eu­ 
ro p e and Asia, that o nce they lo o se 
p o iso n gas there will be "full and 
sw ift retaliatio n In kind.” 
This retaliatio n, he said, will fall 
up o n munitio n centers, seap o rts 
and 
o t h e r 
m ilitary 
o bjectives 
thro ugho ut the entire territo ry o f 
tflie o ffending natio ns. 
Use o f gas "against any o ne o f 
the United Natio ns will be re­ 
garded as having been co mmitted 
against the United States Itself and 
will be treated acco rdingly,” Mi^. 
Ro o sevelt declared. 
The United States array Itself 
has develo p ed a stand-by p ro duc­ 
tio n o f p o iso n gases. 
Maj. Gem. 
W illiam N. Po rter, chief o f the 
chemical w arfare service, said last 
May that if the enemy starts using 
w ar gases "we have p lenty to give 
back and theyll p ro bably get mo re 
than they can give o ut.” 
Axis Has Gas Ready 
It 1« kno wn. Po rter said, that 
Germany and Jap an have large 
amo unts o f gases ready which are 
designed to attack the lungs and 
o thers intended to blister and bum 
the skin. 
He added th at American arsen­ 
als "can p ro duce the sam e gases 
i t alm o st unlimited quantities if 
tij® need arises and. mo reo ver, o ur 
m etho ds o f p ro tecting o mr tro o p s 
against enemy gases have kep t 
ap ace with o ur p ro ductio n o f these 
chemical 
weap o ns 
fo r 
o ffensive 
p urp o ses.” 
No t o nly ga« masks, but also 
salves and sp ecially treated clo th­ 
ing have been develo p ed. 
"Po iso n gas,” said Gen. Po rter, 
"is p rimarily a defensive weap o n 
and wo uld have been much mo re 
value to the retiring Russians than 
to the advancing Germans. 
"H itler understands well 
that 
m ustard gas o n British beaches 
wo uld add m aterially to the p re- 
cario usness o f an invasio n.”

can bro thers.” said the statem ent, 
issued fo llo wing a cabinet meet­ 
ing.

which o verthrew President Ramo n 
S. Castillo , 
(His statem ent that fo reign re­ 
latio ns will be regulated by acts as 
well as wo rds was viewed by these 
so urces as meaning the go vern­ 
m ent will mo ve gradually to ward 
a rup ture o f relatio ns with the 
Axis. 
(The sp eedy lifting o f martial 
law was in*^erp reted in Mo ntevideo 
as a step to ward the resto ratio n 
o f no rmal co nditio ns, altho ugh it 
was assumed the state o f siege 
which Castillo decreed to p ro tect 
his neutrality p o licy fro m p o p ular 
criticism is still In effect.)

Once again, the German co m­ 
mand rep o rted a lull alo ng the en­ 
tire 1,500-mile battle line, while 
So viet headquarters declared that 
two Nazi "feeler” thrusts — near 
Sevsk, abo ut midway between Mo s­ 
co w and Ro sto v, and o n the Do ­ 
nets river fro nt belo w Kharko v — 
were thro wn back. 
The So viet mid-day co mmunique 
igno red Berlin p ro p aganda rep o rts 
o f a gre^t German victo ry in the 
Caucasus in which 550,000 So viet 
tro o p s p urp o rtedly were killed in 
fo ur majo r battles—no r did 
the 
H itler co mmand mentio n any such 
victo ry in to day’s war bulletin.

Stateg hasn’t had any foreign i>ollcy since the 
turn of the century suggests that some other close 
student of affairs may startle the public some day 
•oon by declaring

One of the minor m ysteries of the m om ent Is 
why the compromise Income tax reform bill is 
being held up by the W hite House, though its 
provisions would go into effect July 1 and are being 
complicated by each day's delay. 
Another mystery Is w hat the adm inistration in­ 
tends to do with its own often repeated dem and for 
116.000.000,000 In new taxes, beginning July 1; ap­ 
parently nothing whatever has been done about this. 
Still another Is the sharp difference of opinion 
within the government over the question of whether 
It is necessary to bother about such things at all, 
a difference ably reported by Harold G. Moulton of 
the Brookings Institution In "The New Philosophy 
of Public Debt." 
Ordinarily, when these things happen In govern­ 
m ent the ordinary citizen assum es that someone 
•omew bere knows w hat it is all about, but it Is 
beginning to look suspiciously as though no one 
anyw here understands what this is all aliout.

T he unhumanlzed bombing favored by Italy In Its 
oarly conquests and later applied with full force by 
the Germans against their uilprepared victims was 
tried out on Spanish lives f ir s t 
The Axis predeterm ined w hat kind of a war this 
would be when they chose the strategy and tactics. 
The United Nations have chosen to play out the 
•trlng on the basis of the rules they did not make 
but Intend to follow. Their fighting men, their mili­ 
tary leaders and the people who stand behind them 
Intend to make certain that every resident of an 
Axis country will be 160 percent In favor of hum an­ 
ized bombing from now on. There m ay be great 
m erit in the Spanish plan to make Italy and Ger­ 
m any safe from the consequences of the thing they 
w ere so anxious to start, but It’s too late—or too 
early—to think about It now.

*pH E worst-kept secret of the war is the plan to 
strike the Axis—somewhere— this summer. 
It 
is plain from the trend of official statem ents and 
the resulting surge of civilian speculation that the 
grand strategy calls for a prelim inary barrage of 
rum or to soften up the enemy. 
According to this rumor, which m ust be siftt'd 
out thoroughly lest the truth be overlooked, the 
Axis must be prepared to resist in full strength at 
every point from Narvik in Norway, southward to 
the coast of Denmark and hence all the way down 
the Atlantic coast, through Gibraltar to the .Middle 
East. .Also according to rumor, the Axis had better 
be prepared to resist In Burma. Singapore, the Dutch 
E ast Indies and north in the raoific to the Kurllo 
islands. 
While it is not to be imagined that Axis military 
speculation is as unsoundly based as the onlinary 
run of civilian speculatton, or- that 
the tierman. 
Japanese and Italian war staffs remain in ignorance 
of the whereabouts of the power concentrations that 
m ust precede Invasion, it is not to be Imagined 
either that Invasion suspense is not taking a toll 
of their nerves, too.

be IjASTFOGEL, president of USO Camp Shows, 
the arausem ent branch of the United Service 
organization, Informs me that about 350 perform ers 
of one kind and another now are working in off­ 
shore 
units 
entertaining 
American 
soldiers 
and 
sailors abroad and that upward of i.500 perform ers 
are engaged in the same effort in the United States. 
The off-shore units cover our bases In Europe, 
North Africa, the Caribbean, Newfoundland, Alaska 
and Panama. There are several units in the South 
Pacific. J’oe E. Brown, the comedian, recently re­ 
turned from a South Pacific tour, and his success 
m ay be judged by the fact that among the service­ 
men in that part of the world he is one of the most 
beloved figures alive. 
W hen Lastfogel delivers a perform er to the serv­ 
ice for an off-shore tour, that perform er works and 
travels under the auspices of the service. Thus, 
Brown went to the army and navy from USO camp 
shows, but the moment be left the mainland he was 
working for the service, which is true of ail off­ 
shore performeis. Joe did a magnificent job. 
An effort Is made by USO Camp Shows to m ain­ 
tain a schedule of entertainm ent at offshore bases at 
three to four week intervals. This is not always 
possible because of the vast distances to be covered 
and the hazards of travel, but it works out pretty 
well. 


In the United States, Lastfogel Is endeavoring to 
maintain a schedule of a show- every month for six 
months a t every camp that makes application and a 
show every two weeks for another six months. 


'T 'H E difficulty of covering all the camps at regular 
J 
Intervals is enormous. It is estim ated tha t if a 
performer played a different camp every night, it 
would take him several years to play all the camps. 
Lump all the vaudeville and legitimate theater cir­ 
cuits that ever existed in the United States and you 
would still have just a liny circle compared to the 
camps. 
Lastfogel. one of the best known and most capable 
theatrical agents in the business, gave up all his ow'n 
affairs months ago to take the job of running the 
am usem ent end of the USO. It is a 24-honr-a-day task. 
He has 22 representatives of the amusem ent industry 
interested in USO Camp Shows with him. but much 
of the work falls on his shoulders. Bill Dover, former 
widely known movie man. is in charge of the enter­ 
tainm ent in Europe an^d Lastfogel’s praises of him 
are high. 
Ail actors in Hollywood recently pledged them ­ 
selves to not less than six weeks’ work for USO 
camp shows, more than 600 signing pledges. Holly­ 
wood picture perform ers are great attractions among 
servicemen. Before the end of sum m er many of the 
celebrities of the screen will be joining off-shore 
units for the soldiers and sailors. 


T ASTFOGEL says a new and popular feature of the 
effort is visits to camps of picture stars who do 
not pretend 
to be entertainm ent talent off the 
screen, but who can gather the men around them for 
Informal talks. 
Money for the work of USO Camp Shows comes 
from public subscriptions. In the first year of the 
USO, the present governor of New York. T hom as E. 
Dewey, headed a drive that raised $15.000,000. Last 
year It was more than $22.000.000. This y ear the 
drive has been combined with the United Nations 
drive. I think m y national lottery would raise all the 
money necessary for the entire USO effort without 
an appeal to the public being necessary, but I will 
not press that point. 
If anyone thinks the entertainm ent of the seiwice- 
men is a safe enterprise, I might cite the fact that 
»0 far USO Camp Show perform ers have sustained 
3 percent casualties, which is very high for the total 
num ber of persons Involved.

AN’NTNG pro bably i.a the mo .st 
co nv enient .ind po pular way o f 
putting up welMiked and no urish­ 
ing fo o d at ho me. But do n't o v er­ 
lo o k o ther go o d way s o f keeping 
surplus fruits and v egetables fo r 
next winter. 
Interest in dry ing fo <jd at ho me 
is rising, partly because dehy dra­ 
tio n has pro v ed such a bo o n In 
feeding tro o ps and civ ilians o v er­ 
seas, and 
partly 
because 
many 
ho memakers are ready and eager 
to try any practical way o f pre­ 
serv ing so me fo o d fo r family use. 
So let’s co nsider dry ing fist. 
Dry ing fo o d is as o ld as reco rds 
o f fo o d Itself. The Indians dried 
co rn in the sun, thereby remo v ing 
water in the simplest way . Mo d­ 
ern Americans who liv e in dry , 
sunny places may co py . But, with 
po ssible exceptio n o f early sweet 
co rn, it is co n.sldered better to 
use 
co ntro lled 
heat 
fo r 
dry ing 
v egetables, ev en in sunny , dry re­ 
gio ns. 
Dryer Not Hard To Make 
A dry er fo r ho me use is no t 
hard to make. One ty pe, kno wn as 
the bird cage, hangs o v er 
the 
sto v e and can be used with gas, 
co al, wo o d, o r liquid fuel. Ano ther 
ty pe Is the cabinet, which can be 
designed fo r use o n to p o f a sto v e 
o r with a kero sene heater. 
In dry ing, as in o ther way s o f 
preserv ing fo o d, it is impo rtant 
to select fresh, ripe, so und, clean 
fo o d and to put it up prPmptly . 
.Make the time fro m garden to fin­ 
ished pro duct as sho rt as po ssible. 
In a ho me drier, it takes fruits 
to 24 ho urs; v egetables. 2 to 15 
ho urs — all depending o n co ndi­ 
tio ns, fro m the size o f pieces be­ 
ing dried to the ty pe o f equipment 
used. 
As a prelude to dry ing, sulfur- 
Ing fruit o r steaming o r dipping it 
into salt water helps ho ld co lo r, 
tho ugh It is no t necessary .

Promises Quick Retaliation; 


Protective Devices Fixed

WASHINGTON, June 9—A pos­ 
sibility that Allied troops may 
hare to fight their way into Europe 
through poison gas was tempered 
today by assurances from the chem­ 
ical warfare service that effective 
protective device® have been de­ 
veloped. 
President Roosevelt said yester­ 
day that evidence that the Axis is 
making “significant preparations”, 
I indicating an intention to use gas 
warfare, was being reported "with 
Increasing frequency from a vari­ 
ety of sources.” 
Warns Of Retaliation 
For the third time, he spoke of 
the possibility that the enemy 
would resort to what he called 
"such terrible and inhumane weep 
one.” and he promised the Axis 
armies and peoples, in both Eu­ 
rope and Asia, that once they loose 
poison gas there will be “full and 
swift retaliation in kind.” 
This retaliation, he said, will fall 
upon munition centers, seaports 
and 
o t h e r military 
objectives 
throughout the entire territory of 
the offending nations. 
Use of gas “against any one of 
the United Nations will be re­ 
garded as having been committed 
against the United States itself and 
will be treated accordingly,” Mi*. 
Roosevelt declared. 
The United States army itself 
has developed a stand-by produc­ 
tion of poison gases. 
MaJ. Gen. 
William N. Porter, chief of the 
chemical warfares service, said last 
May that if the enemy starts using 
war gases "we have plenty to give 
back and they’ll probably get more 
than they can give out.” 
Axis Has Gas Ready 
It is known, Porter said, that 
Germany and Japan have large 
amounts of gases ready which are 
designed to attack the lungs and 
others intended to blister and burn 
th1# skin. 
He added that American arsen­ 
als “can produce the same gases 
i i almost unlimited quantities lf 
the need arises and. moreover, our 
methods of protecting our troops 
against enemy gases have kept 
apace with our production of these 
chemical 
weapons 
for offensive 
purposes.” 
Not only gas masks, but also 
salves and specially treated cloth­ 
ing have been developed. 
“Poison gas." said Gen. Porter, 
"is primarily a defensive weapon 
and would have been much more 
value to the retiring Russians than 
to the advancing Germans. 
“Hitler understands well that 
mustard gas on British beaches 
would add materially to the pre­ 
cariousness of an invasion.”

For Draft Prospects 


The board of health Tuesday 
night 
promised 
its 
cooperation 
with the East Liverpool draft board 
iii compelling treatm ent for men 
rejected for military service be­ 
cause 
they 
are 
suffering 
from 
syphilis, gonorrhea or other social 
diseases. 
At a conference of the members 
of the two groups in the board of 
health headquarters in the City 
hall, Harlan Finley, chairman of 
the draft board, reported that 41 
men in 
the local district wrere 
found to be unfit for military serv­ 
ice because of such diseases. 
Reason For Rejection 
“The draft board frequently Is 
criticized by well-meaning parents 
who see this or that man enjoying 
life at home while their son is in 
the service.” Mr. Finley said. 
“Many of these men have the 
outward appearance of being in 
perfect physical condition but may 
have been rejected because they 
are suffering from syphilis. The 
draft board is not permitted to 
give out information relative to 
the draft status of any registrant,” 
he added. 
Dr. C. A. Gerace. city health 
commissioner, 
reported 
that the 
local health departm ent is advised 
by arm y physicians when a man is 
rejected for military service be­ 
cause of venereal disease and that 
every effort is made to have such 
persons report to the clinic for 
treatm ents.

ALTER L IPPM A N N ^ discovery that the United 
States hasn’t had any foreign policy since the 
turn of the century suggests that some other close 
student of affairs may startle the public some day 
aoon by declaring there hasn’t been 
any 
fiscal 
policy, either. 
One of the minor m ysteries of the moment is 
why the compromise income tax reform bill is 
Ibelng held up by the W hite House, though its 
provisions would go into effect July I and are being 
complicated by each day’s delay. 
Another mystery is what the administration in 
tends to do with its own often repeated demand for 
116,000,000,000 in new taxes, beginning July I; ap­ 
parently nothing whatever has been done about this. 
Still another is the sharp difference of opinion 
within the government over the question of whether 
It Is necessary to bother about such things at all, 
a difference ably reported by Harold G. Moulton of 
the Brookings Institution in “The New Philosophy 
o f Public Debt.” 
Ordinarily, when these things happen in govern­ 
m ent the ordinary citizen assum es that someone 
som ewhere knows what It Is all about, but it is 
beginning to look suspiciously as though no one 
anywhere understands what this is all about. 


Humanized Bombing 


*t *HB 
Spanish 
governm ent's 
plan 
to 
humanize 
bombing com es so late In the game that it 
amounts to a proposal to change the rules for the 
benefit of one of the belligerents. 
Spain, as the Franco government knows now, 
w as used as an experimental laboratory to test war 
techniques when Germany and Italy 
backed its 
leader's insurrection against the Spanish republic. 
The unhum&nized bombing favored by Italy in its 
early conquests and later applied with full force by 
the Germans against their unprepared victim s was 
tried out on Spanish lives first. 
The Axis predetermined what kind of a war this 
would be when they chose the strategy and tactics. 
The United Nations have chosen to play out tho 
string on the basis of the rules they did not make 
but Intend to follow. Their fighting men, their mili­ 
tary leaders and the people who stand behind them 
Intend to make certain that every resident of an 
Axis country will be 160 percent In favor of human­ 
ized bombing from now on. There may be great 
m erit In the Spanish plan to make Italy and Ger­ 
many safe from the consequences of the thing they 
w ere so anxious to start, but it’s too late—or too 
early—to think about it now. 


\ xtE are approaching the grand 
VV 
climax of the war. W hether 
the decision comes this year. next 
year, or the year after, we are no 
longer, as Mr. Churchill put it a 
few m onths ago, at the end of the 
beginning. We have reached the 
beginning of the end. 
W e also are approaching a n a­ 
tional election and the transcen­ 
dent question which faces us Is 
whether we can lift foreign policy 
above party politics arid above per­ 
sonalities. 
lf we are not. able to do this, 
then we can have no American 
foreign policy before the winter of 
1944-45. 
We 
shall have 
to

until after the elections to know 
w hat Is to be our foreign policy. 
I submit to you that we dare not 
wait that long to m ake up our 
minds. We have to know very soon 
Indeed what we want and what 
we mean to do. We simply cannot, 
we just dare not, wait two years, 
leaving everything up in the air, 
nothing decided, nothing definite, 
nothing clear. 
The real question Is; W hat do 
the American people have to d e ­ 
fend in order to live their own 
lives, 
and 
how

surely defend It? 
When we know how to answer 
this question, we shall have form ­ 
ed our foreign policy. And only

Invasion Suspense 


n p H E worst-kept secret of the war is the plan to 
strike the Axis—somewhere—this summer. 
It 
Is plain from the trend of official statem ents and 
the resulting surge of civilian speculation that the 
grand strategy calls for a preliminary barrage or 
rum or to soften up the enemy. 
According to this rumor, which must be sifted 
out thoroughly lest the truth be overlooked, the 
Axis must be prepared to resist in full strength al 
every point from Narvik In Norway, southward to 
the coast of Denmark and hence all the way down 
the Atlantic coast, through Gibraltar to tho .Middle 
East. Also according to rumor, the Axis had better 
be prepared to resist In Burma. Singapore, the Dutch 
East Indies and north in the Pacific to the Kurilo 
islands. 
While it is not to be imagined that Axis military 
speculation is as unsoundly based as the ordinary 
run of civilian speculation, or. that 
the German. 
Japanese and Italian war staffs remain in ignorance 
of the whereabouts of the power concentrations that 
m ust precede Invasion, it Is not to be Imagined 
either that invasion suspense is not taking a toll 
of their nerves, too. 


American foreign policy can we un­ 
derstand, can we Judge any of the 
Issues, the proposals, the plans of 
international affairs. 
Now, I am going to astonish you, 
perhaps, by saying that while the 
United States had a foreign policy 
in the 19th century, It has not had 
a foreign policy in this century. 
Within less than 50 years, we 
have fought three wars. W e were 
not prepared to fight any one of 
these three wars. We have not 
known how to m ake peace after 
these wars. 
The real fact Is that the two 
great foreign commitments which 
have determined our foreign pol­ 
icy, and must inevitably continue 
to determine it, were not made in 
tho 20th century. 
They were made in 
the 
19th 
century. They were made in De­ 
cember, 1823. by Monroe, and in 
February, 
1899. when the adnate 
ra tified ,!he treaty In which Spain 
ceded the Philippines. 


"P H E central, the paramount, the

S tates’ foreign policy under any 
president, under any party, before 
this w ar and after It, Is how to 
cover, how to back up. how to

I wonder if you realize what Im-

you realize that since 1899 — for 
nearly 50 years— we have, under­ 
taken to defend at the risk of war 
the lands and the waters around 
them from Alaska to the Philip 
pines, and from Greenland to Bra­ 
zil and Patagonia? 
Do you realize that this Is a1 
most. 40 percent, of the surface of 
the globe? And that within this 
vast area we. insist that no other 
great, power may enlarge its exist 
ing dominion, th at no new great 
power may establish Itself at all? 
When Monroe. Madison and Jef­ 
ferson decided that North America 
had to defend South America they 
made sure that they had a strong 
friend on 
the other shore. 
And 
that Is our problem today. 
Our problem is to make sure 
that on the other side of the At­ 
lantic arid. If possible, on the other 
side of the 
Pacific 
we have at 
least one. and preferably, several 
reliable friends. T hat is the only 
way we can cover our commit­ 
ments and become solvent in our 
foreign relations. 
How, you will then ask, do we 
make 
friends 
that 
we can 
rely 
upon? Not by uttering fine words. 
Not by making blueprints. 
We do it by striking a bargain 
beginning with the power which 
we need most to make ourselves 
secure, and which most needs U3 
to make itself secure. T hat power 
Is the British Commonw'ealth of 
Nations. It Is the strongest power 
on the other shore of the Atlantic. 
It is also our nearest neighbor 
in North America. It is in Australia 
and New Zealand, the line of de­ 
fense on which we have had to fall 
hack in the Pacific. 


l y H Y can we depend upon Brl-

tain to come to our aid if we 
are 
attacked? 
Because 
if 
Hie 
United States were conquered, the 
British Commonwealth would col­ 
lapse. How can we make sure that 
Britain will he able to come to 
our ald if we are attacked? By 
making sure that no one can a t­ 
tack Britain and destroy her. 
If w’e strike this bargain with 
Britain, then we shall be certain 
that other nations also, in their 
own Interest, must join with us. 
This 
applies 
particularly 
to 
France, Spain, Portual and to West 
Africa. We become by this arrange­ 
ment a member of a very powerful 
combination. 
Because the combination Is pow­ 
erful, 
other ' nations, 
particularly 
Russia, must find It more and more 
to their Interest to develop good 
relations with us. 
That, I think, Is in rough outline 
the 
necessary 
foreign 
policy of 
the United States. 
We need a defensive working 
partnership with the British Com­ 
monwealth and we need an under­ 
standing with Russia based upon 
reciprocal respect for the power 
and the Interests of Russia and 
the United States.

BE LASTFOGEL, president of USO Camp Shows, 
the am usem ent branch of the United Service 
organization, Informs me that about 350 perform ers 
of one kind and another now are working in off­ 
shore 
u n its 
entertaining 
American 
soldiers 
and 
Bailors abroad and that upward of 1,500 perform ers 
are engaged in the same effort in the United States. 
The off-shore units cover our bases in Europe, 
North Africa, the Caribbean, Newfoundland, Alaska 
and Panama. There are several units in the South 
Pacific. J’oe E. Brown, the comedian, recently re­ 
turned from a South Pacific tour, and his success 
m ay be Judged by the fact that among the service­ 
men in th at part of the world he Is one of the m ost 
beloved figures alive. 
W hen Lastfogel delivers a performer to the serv­ 
ice for an off-shore tour, that performer works and 
travels under the auspices of the service. T hus, 
Brown went to the arm y and navy from USO cam p 
shows, but the moment he left the mainland he was 
working for the service, which is true of all off­ 
shore p e rfo rm e r. Joe did a magnificent job. 
An effort is made by USO Camp Shows to m ain­ 
tain a schedule of entertainm ent a t offshore bases at 
three to four week intervals. This is not always 
possible because of the vast distances to be covered 
and the hazards of travel, but it works out p retty 
well. 
In the United States, Lastfogel Is endeavoring to 
maintain a schedule of a show every month for six 
months at every camp that makes application and a 
show every two weeks for another six months. 
T 
H E difficulty of covering all the camps a t regular 
intervals is enormous. It is estim ated th at if a 
performer played a different camp every night, it 
would take him several years to play all the camps. 
Lump all the vaudeville and legitimate th eater c ir­ 
cuits that ever existed in the United States and you 
would still have ju st a tiny circle compared to the 
camps. 
Lastfogel, one of the hest known and most capable 
theatrical agents in the business, gave up all his own 
affairs months ago to take the job of running the 
amusement end of the USO. It is a 24-hoqr-a-day task 
He has 22 representatives of the amusem ent industry 
interested in USO Camp Shows with him, but much 
of the work falls on his shoulders. Bill Dover, form er 
widely known movie man, is In charge of the enter­ 
tainm ent in Europe and Lastfogel’* praises of him 
are high. 
All actors in Hollywood recently pledged them ­ 
selves to not less than six weeks' work for USO 
camp shows, more than 600 signing pledges. Holly­ 
wood picture perform ers are great attractions among 
servicemen. Before th e end of sum m er m any of the 
celebrities of the screen will be joining off-shore 
units for the soldier* and sailors. 
L 
ASTFOGEL says a new and popular feature of the 
effort is visits to camps of picture stars who do 
not pretend 
to be entertainm ent talent off the 
screen, but who can gath er the men around them for 
informal talks. 
Money for the work of USO Camp Shows comes 
from public subscriptions. In the first year of the 
USO. the present governor of New York, Thom as E. 
Dewey, headed a drive that raised $15,000,000. Last 
year It was more than $22,000,000. This y ear the 
drive has been combined with the United Nations 
drive. I think my national lottery would raise all the 
money necessary for the entire USO effort without 
an appeal to the public being necessary, b u t I will 
not press that point. 
If anyone thinks the entertainm ent of the service­ 
men is a sate enterprise, I might cite the fact that. 
so far USO Camp Show performers have sustained 
3 percent casualties, which is very high for the total 
number of persons Involved.

^ y H E N growing things flourish under hum an oars. 
instead of wilting and dying, the caretaker gets 
credit for a green thumb aud thereafter is a marked 
person.

C A TURN was In conjunction with the sun Monday, 
at this time passing to the east of that body into 
the evening sky. It will be. however, too clo** to 
the sun to be observed at all during this month. 
Now that it is almost summer, it 1r interesting 
to cheek up again on the position of the sun in the 
sky. Gradually, since the vernal equinox, which this 
year carne ou March 21, the sun has been climbing 
up the sky. Each succeeding noontime it has been 
higher in the south, and each morning and each 
evening it has risen and set farther to the north 
of east and to the north of west. The days hava 
been 
growing notice<ably 
longer since the 
early 
days of winter, and now the longest days are al­ 
m ost here. 
As we view the noontime sun from northern lati­ 
tudes it is always seen to the south, so that lf we 
wish to have a sunny exposure we build our house* 
facing south. If we lived south of the equator, how­ 
ever, we should face our houses to the north, for 
thac would be the sunny exposure there.

S P E L L of fainting would be 
regarded a good deal more 
seriously now than it would have 
been a century ago—at least if we 
can trust the novels of Sir Walter 
Scott and other fictionists. In those 
day* ladles fainted when anybody 
made an indecent—or a decent— 
proposal to them, when they had 
bad news from the front, when 
they were 
laced 
too tightly or 
when a gentleman used a “ big, big 
D" In their presence. 
The ladies 
are tougher now. 
Brain's Lack O f Blood 
Still, fainting seldom 
indicates 
any very serious disease. In every 
case It Is due, I believe, .to a with­ 
draw al 
of 
circulation 
from 
the 
brain. The blood vessels of the 
brain are constantly changing their 
caliber and under nervous stress 
they may go into spasm so that 
no 
blood 
is 
able 
to 
circulate 


through them and reach the brain 
structure. Thus any emotion in a 
susceptible subject can produce a 
brain without blood. 
It takes a 
somewhat #evere emotion to pro­ 
duce it in a modern, unlike Sir 
Walter’s young lad fee. 
Fear 
i* 
an 
emotion 
et cong 
enough 
to cause fainting; 
pain, 
any unusual exertion, or fatigue 
will deprive the brain of blood. 
During the -time when I w as a 
life insurance examiner, I had two 
experiences which have confirmed 
ray belief that fainting is due to 
withdrawal 
of 
blood 
from -the 
brain. 
The first occurred when I was 
examining a healthy young appli­ 
cant who was standing at my side 
while I counted his pulse 
My 
fingers were on his wrist and my 
eyes were on the watch, so I could 
not see bis face. 
I bad counted 
about a half a minute when the 
pulses suddenly stopped 
It had 
been a large, rapid, bounding pulse. 
Tbs transition was so sudden that 
I thought the artery had 
rolled 
from under my finger. 
But Just 


then I felt a tug from the young 
man’s arm and I looked up Just in 
time to see that he was deathly 
pale. and had to put him down on 
the floor where he quickly revived. 
Another Experience 
The second experience was slm 
liar, except that I was taking the 
blood pressure. 
Again the subject 
was a 
perfectly 
healthy, robust 
man. 
He was seated at the side 
of the table with blood pressure 
cuff in place. 
Again my eyes were 
occupied by looking at the blood 
pressure apparatus, so I did not 
see the condition of the applicant 
What I did notice, however, was 
that the systolic blood 
pressure 
could not he found. 
The mercury 
column went down and down, al­ 
most to zero, w'hen my observa­ 
tions were interrupted by the pa­ 
tient toppling over on the desk. 
Again, he revived promptly. 
Here we have two natural ex­ 
periments, showing in the one case 
that the pulse entirely stops at the 
moment of fainting and in the sec­ 
ond case that the blood pressure 
falls to a level go low that it means 
no blood can be pumped to the 
brain. 
Some Serious Cases 
Although 99 percent of cases in 
people under 30 are not serious, 
there are a few condition* which 
cause 
fainting 
and

serious. 
One of these is a form of heart 
trouble called heart block in which 
the heart becomes very slow—so 
glow that there are moments when 
there Is no blood in the brain, so 
fainting re>milts.
